Applicant filed a certified translation of the Japanese priority document which properly 
supports the instant claims. As a result, the Yokozawa reference (US 6,984,738) used 
in the 102(e) and 103 rejections is not available as prior art and the rejections are 
therefore withdrawn. The ODP rejection is withdrawn, but will be made in the later filed 
application 11/989,100 if appropriate.
